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(57) Abstract: In an implementation of the invention, services 
installed on a computing device register their published name, 
which conforms to a structured naming convention, such as 
reversed domain information, with a 'service broker' on that 
device. The service broker uses a single well-known port number 
address. When an external client, connected to the computing 
device that has a service broker, wants to use a service on that 
computing device, it sends a message to the service broker using 
the well known port number. The message specifies the name 
of the desired server and requests that the service broker inform 
it of the appropriate connection point (e.g. port number) to use. 
There is no dependency on port numbers or unstructured and 
arbitrary naming conventions. 
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
